Applicant hereby petitions to suspend the rules under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .183 and to 
expunge original Figures 10, 1 1, 12, 13, 14, 16, 18, 24, 25, 26, 27, 29 and 30 or in the 
alternative, all the original drawings in the application, which have been supplanted by the 
formal drawings submitted with the amendment filed on September 28, 2007. 

Justice requires the waiver of the requirements of 37 C.F.R. § 1.59(a) since the 
original drawings were inadvertently submitted including confidential information of the real 
party in interest in this application, namely, Bank of America Corporation, which is the 
assignee of the present application. This confidential information includes actual information 
regarding customers and employees of the assignee, which was set out as examples. In at 
least some cases, public disclosure of this information is restricted by law. The recently filed 
replacement drawings are nearly identical in every respect, save that the information in 
question has been replaced with "dummy" information to protect the privacy of employees 
and customers of the assignee, and the drawings were formalized.
